Apropos of what we spoke about before you loft on your overseas assignment 
and in ellipsis, which is required of mo for about the rest of this month, as a 
reminder and as an encouragement I tell you that the devil who loves script uro has

I hope that what you are able to do and learn about terrorism adds to our know- 
ledge and understanding of it because it seems to me probable tliat Saddam's disaster 
may servo to encourage greater resort to terrorism by the Saddms of the world and by 
others unable to achieve wliat they want by otlior means.
